.Abortion  Kills  Children"  was  what  was  written  on  signs  held  by  hundreds  of  people 
(including  some  of  Trinity's  Pro-Life  group)  at  the  Life  Chain  in  Orland  Park  in  the  fall  of 
1991. 

Another  group  of  Pro-Life  members  attended  a  religious  based  talk  show  entitled 
"Different  Drummers".  At  this  taping,  segments  of  a  play,  "Private  Passage",  were 
enacted  and  the  audience  was  given  a  chance  to  respond.  We  were  able  to  share  our 
views  on  the  abortion  issue  and  discuss  the  subject  of  dispute  with  the  actors  and 
actresses. 

Trinity  was  also  represented  at  the  nineteenth  anniversary  of  Roe  vs.  Wade  March  for 
Life  held  in  Washington  D.C.  in  January.  We  spent  a  day  at  the  march  with  around 
100,000  other  people  and  a  day  sight-seeing.  We  went  to  stand  for  the  people  who 
couldn't:  the  1,500,000  children  killed  in  1991. 

Usually,  when  you  think  of  Pro-Life,  the  first  thought  which  comes  to  mind  is  anti- 
abortion.  But,  another  event  sponsored  by  the  Pro-Life  group  is  the  semi-annual  Blood 
Drive.  Both  the  fall  and  spring  drives  were  big  successes,  bringing  in  plenty  of  blood  for 
use  by  neighboring  hospitals.
